RoBoea. Sept 8.— The ball of tb« Ly- 
«te WM erowded at tJie opealnff of the 

fifth day of the fifth week of the aec- 
ond trial by courtmartial of Captain 
Alfred Dreyfus of tht utlllery, 
charted ivitb treaaon. 

Th«r« waa a larie •ttmdanee of la- 
dies and newspaper writers who sat 
up all night in order to secure front 
places. At an early hour a long line 
waa formed of people awaiting admia- 
aion. Standing room at tba back of 
the court now conxmaod* 15 and 20 
francs for places. 

Among the privileged witnesses was 
Baron Ruaaell of Killowen, lord chief 
Jnatfee of BBclaod, who wai condacted 
to a aeat by General Chamoin and M. 
Paleologue, of the French foreign of- 
fice. The lord chief Justice was seated 
at the back of the Judge's table. He 
came here trom Parla whcra lie haa at- 
tended the seeeione of the Anglo-Ven- 
esuelaa boundary arbitration commla- 
aion la ordar to ■•• aomatUiif of the 
trial. 

Maltrt Damaage at ooee opaaad his 
speech for the defenae. In eloquent 
terme and with Impreeelve delivery he 
ibrought out strong evidence against 
Bvterhasy. During the course of hie 
renaarka h* eriad: "Do you think It 
Dreyfu* and Bfterfaaay had been be- 
fore the courtmartlal of 1894 that the 
court would have condemned Captain 
Dreyfua?" Ai the queatlon oounael 
votatad to tba prtaonar alttlag bator* 
Um and added: "No." 

Dreyfua a^paared cheerful. He 
asidled and ahook hands with his coun- 
•el on entering the court. The English 
chief Juatiea fttUowad tha apeach of M. 
Damang* with the closest attention. 
The lawyer gave a very fine perform- 
ance, BO far as the audience was con- 
cerned. His voice waa ezquialtely 
modulated, eometlmea aoft and per- 
euaalve and at other tlmaa abarply ar- 
gumentative. 

Finally he filled tho room with his 
■teutorian tones as he thundered with 
ladlgna^on at the chargea againat 
Dreyfus and the ahameful weakneaa of 
tihe prosecution and the denunciation 
of Eaterhazy. The k'sUiiir and fea- 
tures of M. Demange were equally ax- 
praasive. 

Tha front seato of th* chief witnesses 
were am|»ty except for the presence of 
M. Trarleox, the former nvinister of 
Juetice and M. Cavalgnac, former min- 
ister of war, all the generals and offl- 
«*fa haTlng Itf^ Raaass by ordar of 
the minlstar of war, Oanaral de Oalli- 
let. 

Colonel Picquart haa also left Ren- 
aee, althoagli m holds ao raak la tha 
wnaj. 

Dreyfds Matanad to the orattoa of If. 

Demang« with a mask of impassabil- 
Ity reeembling his frozen attitude dur- 
ing the first days of the trial. What- 
vm the yrisoaar's fasllpfi war* ha 
carefully oowcialad thatt. 

At uoou Demange was still speak- 
ing and he announced that he would 
need another two hours and a half to 
flaiah Ms plaa, ao tha court adjowoad 
until 7:tO a. m. 

The fact that M. Labori has to speak 
SAd that probably the government 
tvmmXs&iry, Major Carriers, makes it 
practically certain that tha Tsrdlet will 
BOt be glTeo before Monday. 

The general Impression formed was 
that the speech of M. Demange ^must 
have had a certain effect on the Judgea. 
It was a atrong effort argumentatlvely. 

TiMra was a rumor after the ad- 
journment of the court that M. I>aborl 
bad decided not to speak, the ide<a be- 
ing thai his abatentlon from ao doing. 
Itt view of tha irritating aflsot his ev- 
«Qr attmimce haa on the court, would 
be rather an sdvantags ithaa other wise 
to Dreyfus. ' 

M. Laborl wss asked if there was 
any truth In tha report and he replied 
with a shrug of his shoulders, appsr- 
ently conveying the impression that 
the matter was under consideration. 
It waa generally noticed that when M. 
Labor! aoisrsd tha court be spoke to 
M. Denaaga in a depraostlng tooa and 
a sharp discussion ensued, almoat bor- 
dering on a dlapute. 

Tha same thing ocourrad daring the 



usual brief suspension of the sitting. 
The twd lawyers apparently ware at 
loggerheada about the beet manner of 
conducting the case which, it was said, 
boded no good for Dreyfus. 

Great interest has been aroused here 
by the asrlral at Rsnncs of Max Regla, 
the fornar mayor of Algiara, and a no- 
torious Jew baiter. He is attended by 
a couple of native Algerians in native 
costume and a crowd of people follow- 
ed tham a bottt

WAR SPIRIT IN EVIDENCE. 



Mo Abatement la tha Tataaaa Feelings 
Displayed V Both Bides of 

Those Concerned In Trans- 
vaal Controversy. 



London, Sept 8.— Tha eabtnst eoun- 
ssl here attracted greater public inter- 
eat than any meeting of the ministers 

for years past. 

A well dressed crowd of people cor- 
dially* greeted tha noat prominent of 
the cabinet ministers aad impatlsntly 
thronged the precincts of the forsign 
oflice throughout the season, eagerly 
scrutinizing tae faces of those coming 
and going in tha hops of obtaining a 
glimmering of tho outeoms oC the 
momentous eyent 

The war epirit was evident on all 
sides and the generals were enthusias- 
tically cheered as they appeared, the 
crowd evidently uaderstandlng that 
they bad been aummonad to ba in rea- 
diness in the event of tha mtnistsrs 
wishing their advice. 

A crowd of trom^ two to three thou- 
sand peraons aasamblad at the White- 
hall antraacs where the foreign and 
colonial offices are situated, at an ear- 
ly hour. Mr. Chamberlsin. the secre- 
tory of state for the coloalss, aad the 
E:arl of Selfor, under aaeratary were 
the first arrivals smong the olBclals, 
and they wore followed by the com- 
mander-in-chief of the army and Gen- 
eral Sivers Buller, who, it la said, will 
take the field in the avant oi a war 
with the TVanavaal. Tha arrival of 
Lord SaliBbury, the prSBlltr, waa tha 
signal for cheering. 

Under Secretariee Wyndham of the 
war department and Brodsrick of tbs 
foreign oftce wars sammoasd to ft- 
tend. 

By 1 p. m. all the cabinet ministers 
were present.

THK BAAO DBBATR8 

Create Considerable Feeling Among 
dtlKens at Cape Town. 

Cape Town, Sept. 8.— The reports of 
the raad debate at Pretoria published 
here created inteass feeHng and the 
disparaging references to Mr. Joseph 
Ch|amberlain, imperial secretary of 
state for the colonies, and Sir Alfrtd 
Milner, governor of Cape Colony and 
British high commissioner la South 
Africa, are resented. 

The feeling di!»played by members of 
the raad surprised those who believed 
that a peaceful solution would be 
reached and aucb a solution in the 
opinion of many hsa been rendered 
very dilBcult. 

In spite of a downfall of rain 1,500 
workmen assembled and passed a res- 
olution imploring a prompt termina- 
tion by the Imperial govwnmsnt of the 
present tension "wbieb la causing dis- 
tress, bringing the community face to 
face with bankruptcy, alienating the 
moderate element here and in the 
Trsnsvaal and sapping British pres- 
tige." I 

The resolution also affirms unabated 
confidence in Sir Alfred Milner. The 
meeting was closed with cheers for 
Chamberlain, Milner and Rhodes, and 
with groans fo r Kmgar and Bohrisasr. 

Butler Arrives. 
London, Sept. 8.— Sir William Fran- 
eia Butler, who was recently relieved 
as commander of the British troops 
in South Africa, by Lieutenant Gen- 
eral Sir Frederick Foreatier Walker, 
has 4UTived hers. . Ha rsportsd at the 
war oflkss and was eonsaKsd la rsgard 
to the situation la South Africa. 

Ships For Transports. 

London, Sept. 8. — Many ablp owners 
have called at the offices of the ad- 
miralty and offered their vessels as 
transports. They were told, however, 
that nothing would be done in this di- 
rection until the cabinot council bad 
decided on what actioh- would hatSksn 
in regard to the crisis. 

Anxious to Get Away.

The defend- 
ants will be arraigned In Elfflngham 
county court, a change Of vsnvs hav- 
ing been granted.

Had No Relations With Droyftis.

Perier, declarations to the effect that 
the imperial embassy In France never 
maintained either directly or indirect- 
ly any rslaitions wtth Drsyfus." 

Two Colored Regiments. 
Wssblngton, Sspt 8.— Orders will 
bs Issued from tbe war depkriment an- 
nouncing the field and staff officere of 
two additional volunteer regiments 
which will be organized after the man- 
ner of the so-called Immuaa regiments 
sent to Cuba last year, their company 
officers and privates being exclusively 
colored men. It is expected that these 
rsgimsnts will be recruited with 
greater rapidity tbaa the white regi- 
ments and that experienced men will 
fill them so quickly tkat two com- 
mands will W rtady to s,a\\ for the 
Philippines early in November. 

A Possible Link. 
Paris. Sept 8.— The s^sleton of a 
man waa found under aome rocks near 

hrre whore Ut had apparently been for 
^1 voral years. It Is said the find was 
iu:ui< near tbe place where Alexander 
Jester camped the night before tbe 
mysterious dlsappsarance of Gilbert 
Gates 30 years ago. It is thought this 
find may form another link in the 
chain ef circumstantial evidence 
against tbe old man charged with the 
mordar of hJa young travsllng com- 
panion. 

American Capitalists Interested.

Columbus, O., Sept. 8.— Psine's bst> 

tie of Ran Juan hill which has been the 
night attraction at the StaXe fair 
pounds was tragteaUy raallsUe. Ths 
casualties were: 

Killed, Charles Krag, 7. shot through 
the heart 

Fatally wounded, Revillo R. Smith- 
son, private company F. Fourth O. N. 
O. Shot in the head. 

Badly wounded. Max Qagsnhslai, 
shot in the side. 

Slightly wounded. Private Daly, 
company F, shot in tbe ankle. 

Theae casnaRles occurred probably 
10 minutes apart, and the shote cams 
from both north and south. 

The first tragedy occurred at 9:15, 
and the vast audience In the grand 
stend knew nothing of ths tsrrlbis 
events that had occurred. 

It was Just as the American soldiers 
were closing in on the S.paniards, the 
volleys being fired in quick succession. 
Suddenly Private R R. Smithaon, of 
F company, brother of Associated 
Press Operator O. W. Smlthson, who 
was impersonating a Spaniard, drop- 
ped to the ground. One of his compan- 
ions ssld to him "For heaven'a saks 
don't dis yet! It isn't time!" 

Later Private Daly, of F company, 
dropped with a shot in the ankle, 
which supposedly came from th« aame 
direction as that which struck Sorfilii- 
son. Daly was not badly hurt 

All this tlms ths few people who saw 
the men drop from the grand stand, 
thought that it was part of the per- 
formance, 1 when Fiahsr's, Pletch- 
er's aad tbe city aa»bulanoss arrived, 
they knew that somsitbing serious had 
occurred. 

Suddenly, during the firing, Mr. Max 
Gugenheim dropped in the grand stand, 
crying, "I am shot!" A laugh went up^ 
the i>eople thinking It was a Joke, but 
the mirth of the crowd soon changed 
to seriousness as the blood began to 
drip from Mr. Gugenhetm's side. 

"Is there a doctor in the stand?" 
■omo ons oallsd, and In a few Mo- 
ments phytioiaas wars at work on his 
wound. 

Over in the north end of the grand 
stand Mrs. A. J. Krag aat with her 
7-year-old son, Charles. They had 
Just changed seats when there was a 
shrill whistle of a bullet, a choking 
cry from the boy and he fall over Shot 
through the heart. 

Instsntly that portion of tbs stand 
was In tbe utmost confusion and doc- 
tors hastened to the side of tbe lad, 
who was then beyond all .jarthly aid. 

Colonel Speaks, who had charge of 
the troops, bss furnished ths following 
statement for publication: 

"The ball taken from the body of 
Charles Krag is a round' one, and 
about one-third the siae of the regula- 
tion bullet. Tbe one which strucl^ itr. 
Gugsnhslm in ths breast and tiut 
striking Daly in tbe ankle were of the 
same mold and pattern as that taken 
from the Krag hoy, and, of course, 
have no resemblance to tbe Spriogfisld 
pattern assd sxclusivsly In rsgulatlon 
anununttion. I have not yet seen the 
ball which struck Smlthson, but have 
no doubt that it will prove to be tbs 
same aa tbe others. 

"Tbs ammunition used was all snp- 
plisd by «hs Mas eompsay, and tha 
orders, cvsn from the first reliearsal. 
were that inspsetlons were to be mads 
of cartridge belts and clothing bstora 
Issuing blanks for each svsalng's an- 
tsrtaiamsat Svsry prseaatlon ma 
taksn to prevent the firing of a regu- 
lation ball cartridge, and there is not 
the slightest evidence of one such hav- 
ing become accidentally mixed in wlUk 
tbe blanks." 

The report of Colonel A. B. Colt and 
George D. Freeman, the Investigating 
committee, placed no blame on tha 
FoorOb Ohio, but claim>ed loaded am- 
mvnlUon waa ualntsntionally given 
out by ths spsothcnlsf com pany.

New York, Sept. 8.— The general ap- 
pruiser.s tiunded down a decision that 
has bean awaited with coaaiderabls 
iatsrsot by tyiwwrHsr oonesms and 
dealers in typswriter ribbons.

The firm claimed that ths 
inks had been re-classifled as printer's 
ink at 25 par cent advalorem duty.

Lawbincbbubo, Ky.— Although it was 
not extensively advertised that the Hon. 

C. C. McChord was to speak here, a large 
crowd greeted him at the court house. 
In the beginning of Lis speech he said he 
had been forced by Mr. Brown's Bowling 
Green speech to make a statement eon- 
ceruiug his actions in trying to have 
Brown nominated at the Louisville con- 
vention, lie said that he had always 
been a warm friend to ex-Qov.

Urown's frUnci anii miis rciidy 
at all linu'v to suliordlnnto thf iiiti ri'Sis or cUinis 
of nil others to that of (iov. Browu, not only for 
thi!i noiiiinalioii, luit for anything eUc he niiKht 
dedre in the way of poUUcal prefermeot. Botli 
before and during tiie State oonventlon I wu 
frequently In Gov.
